OLSON’S BUDGET 
$557 MILLIONS 


Boost In Income, Inheritance 
Tax, Severance Levy On 
Petroleum Recommended 


SACRAMENTO (UP)—Gov. Cul- 
bert L. Olson today asked $557,163,- 
335 for operation of California’s 
State Government during the next 
two years, in his budget message 
to the legislature. 

The figure—an all-time high — 
topped estimated expenditures for 
the current biennium by $23,773,150. 
Olson proposed to raise this sum 
and in addition pay off most of a 
present $44,746,925 deficit through 
$63,900,000 in incPeased tax revenue. 

For relief Governor Olson recom- 
mended $73,660,000, approximately 
the same as 1937-39 expenditures, 
indicating that his much-heralded 
program of self-help cooperatives 
through which unemployed persons 
would be encouraged to prodffce 
goods for their own needs is not yet 
ready for presentation to the legis- 
lature. 

Olson’s recommendations regard- 
ing taxation included an increase 
in tax on net incomes over $3,000; 
boost of one per cent in the franch- 
ise tax rate; severance tax on pet- 
roleum, slight increase in tax on 
inheritances over $25,000, and levy- 
ing of a gift tax with rates and ex- 
emptions paralleling the inheritance 
tax; increase in the state’s take on 
racetrack betting, and a heavy 
boost in alcoholic beverage levies.

The state expects revenue of $80,- 
200,000 for highway work during the | 
next, two years, including $64,000,- 
000 from the gasoline tax, $7,600,000 | 
from motor vehicle fees, $8,000,000 | 
from federal aid, and $600,000 from | 
the use fuel tax. 

E] Dorado county was allocated a 
total of $355,500 in construction of | 
major projects, including the fol- | 
lowing detailed items. | 

Realignment of U. S. Route 50) 
from a point approximately three | 
and one-half miles east of Folsom 
to a point two miles east of Clarks- | 
ville; a portion of this allocation is 
in Sacramento County, $295,000: 

Upper Truckee River Bridge and | 
approaches on State Route 11 in| 
Lake Valley, $42,500; and 

Surfacing on the Echo Summit! 
realignment project, $18,000. 

The money to be spent for ma- 
jor construction does not include 
maintenance of the 14,000 miles of 
state highway, the 1-2 cent allo- 
cated to cities, maintenance and op- 
eration of the San Francisco-Oak- 
land bay bridge, for engineering, 
going highway districts, betterments, 
minor improvements, rights of way, 
and landscaping. 

The commission had requests in 
excess of $170,000,000 from which |} 
to choose in making recommenda- 
tions. 

The maintenance budget is $18,- 
200,000, an increase of $2,000,000, 
while the half-cent to cities will

FIRE TAX BILL ® 


Assemblyman Would Amend 
Existing 2 Per Cent 
State Protection Levy 


Owners of timber land, both large 
and small in California, will be re- 
lieved of a 2 cents per acre tax for 
fire protection if a bill introduced 
last week by Assemblyman Allen G. 
Thurman of the 6th District, is ap- 
proved. 

The present law levies a tax of 2 
cents per acre in the pine timber 
land. The tax is supposed to be col- 
lected by the state division of for- 
estry, but Thurman contends that 
much of it is not being paid neces- 
sitating the filing of liens and suits 
to collect, all of which costs the 
state more than the amount to be 
collected. 

During 1937, a total of 549 suits 
were filed against delinquent land 
owners, 81 of whom were El Do- 
rado county property owners. Last 
year a total of 579 liens were filed 
against property owners who had 
tailed to pay the tax and 81 of; 
these owned acreage in El Dorado 
county. 

According to Thurman, many of 
the timber land owners take the 
stand that they are being taxed 
twice for the protection afforded 
inasmuch as many of the counties 
in the timber area contribute spe- 
cific sums for their general tax 
levies for fire protection and pre- 
vention. 

This year El Dorado county will 
contribute the sum of $2500, from | 
its general funds towards the 
state’s fire prevention program.

Economists of Old 
No Benefit Now 
To Congressional Leaders

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Congress 
is tackling some economic problems 
that the economic old masters of a 
few generations 
agonever dreamed 
of. Once ona time, 
when the law- 
makers got into a 
jam over one of 
these puzzles, 
their custom was 
to refer to the 
writings of such 
recognized au- 
thorities as Adam 
Smith, Thorhas 
Robert Malthus, 
David Ricardo or 
John Stuart Mill, 
for instance. This 
group of pundits’ utterances were 
| accepted as gospel. Today a lot of 
situations confront our legislators 
| that did not exist at all in the era 
| of Adam Smith, Tommy Malthus 
and their ilk. Senators Pat Harri- 
son and Carter Glass and Repre- 
| sentatives Robert L. Doughton and 
James P. Buchanan of the two con- 
gressional chambers’ respective rev- 
| enue-raising and money-spending 
committees have to do their own in- 
dependent thinking. They can not 
pick up a volume by Dave Ricardo, 
quote from it and have everyone 
agree, “Well, if Ricardo says s0, 
that’s final.” It would be like quot- 
ing from Deuteronomy, the Old Tes- 
tament economist. If he were quoted, 
the general] response would be, “No 
doubt that was sound reasoning in 
the period of Deuteronomy, but it is 
out of date at present.” Soare J.S. 
Mill et al out of date in 1939. 


The trouble is that Senators Har-

rison and Glass and Representatives 
Doughton and Buchanan haven’t 
the prestige that Deuteronomy, Mal- 
thus et cetera used to enjoy. For- 
merly it would have been sacrilege 
to pooh-pooh any of that ancient 
bunch. It is perfectly permissible, 
however, to say “Phooey!” to the 
teachings of Harrison or Glass, 
Doughton or Buchanan. A century 
or a millenium hence maybe they 
will rate as the Malthuses and Deu- 
teronomies of the 76th Capitol Hill 
session in Washington. They are 
not 30 regarded here now, though. 

T%ey do not agree among them- 
selves, either. For that matter, 
neither did Malthus and Mill and 
Ricardo agree. But their disagree- 


ments are forgotten. When our cur- | 


rent economists disagree it is fresh 
newspaper dope. 
Too Much Production? 


Malthus’ theory was that produe- 
tion could not conceivably keep pace 
with the increase in the earth’s pop- 
ulation — that it was hopeless for 


folk to try to feed all hands indefi- 


nitely. 
In short, it was axiomatic that 
everyone must toil ceaselessly from 


sun to sun or there would not be | 


enough products to go around. 

Mill, Smith, Ricardo and all the 
rest of them indorsed this proposi- 
tion. 

Deuteronomy did not have to do 
much cerebrating. The thing was 
obvious. His advice was simple 
enougn — “Let’s scrabble like fury 


unanimously; there can’t be an ex- | 


cess, and there very easily can be a 
famine.” 

Yet it is evident that there CAN 
be an excess; there is, in fact. The 
chap who toils unduly is a curse to 
the human race, because production 
is so rapid that he overstocks the 
market and increases unemploy- 
ment. At least, that is the argument. 
Parenthetically, I am skeptical of it. 
I do not see how there can be over- 
production until everyone has more 
of everything than he wants, which 
must be never; there is no lid on 
human desires. 

Nevertheless, economists now as 
in the past, talk of over-production; 
not of under-consumption. 


Is Solvency a Virtue? 


Deuteronomy and all later eco- 
nomic experts, until very recently, 
have mentioned solvency as a super- 
virtue — private and governmental 
ability to meet financial obligations 
on the nail. 

But Chairman Marriner S. Eccles 
of the federal reserve board takes 
issue with this concept. Big con- 
cerns, up to and including the gov- 
ernment, he concedes, ought to be 

| able to pay interest, but they should 
, not be expected to worry about prin- 
cipal. 

It sounds cuckoo to me. 

Nevertheless, the 
over-borrowed itself. It was done 
with a view to relieving the national 
stringency.

NEW YORK, (lP—The tank ship 
Esso Baytown arrived in port to- 
day with the five men and the five 
women it plucked from the sea 300 
miles from the nearest land—and a 
remarkable story of disaster, hero- 
ism, rescue, suffering, and death.
